PARIS, July 21.—Joseph Caillaux held 
the court for two intense hours today, 
testifying in defense of his wife, who 
sat In the prisoner's tnelosure, charged 
with the killing of Gaston Calmette, edi- 
tor of the Figaro, on March 16 last. The 
a of M. Caillaux was no less 
dramatic than that of Mme. Caillaux yes- 
terday. 

The former premier, still one of the 
most powerful men in France, dominated 
the proceedings, imposing pon them his 
personality and uncommon gifts of lead- 
ership. 

“I accuse myself,” he cried in the 
climax. ‘‘I committed a fault. I should 
myself have acted, but, absorbed by 
public affairs, I failed to realize the rav- 
ages Calmette’s calumnies had made on 
the soul of my wife.” 
M. Cailiaux spoke as if he were in the 
chamber, hie voice of high tenor, softened 
in quality, sometimes rising to falsetto 
in moments of excitement. He gesticu- 
lated freely, pointing a aingularly long 
forefinger as he addressed the judges or 
the jury and occasionally it moved in 
the direction of his wife. 

Takes Political Turn. 
The trial has entered upon its political 
phase, and those who sat in the court- 
room had occasion to bring to mind that 
Caillaux is the strong man of the radical 
groups now ruling France. 
He would, he said, tell the jury the his- 
tory of his private life from hia firet mar- 
riage down to the sed events which caused 
his presence on the stand, He explained 
the incident of the two letters, which he 
supposed had been destroyed before his 
divorce from his first wife, He only knew 
of their existence when a friend warned 
him that they were about to be pub- 
lished. | 
When he married Mme. Raynouard (the 
present Mme, Caillaux) he knew for the 


Caillaux blushed 
crimson and bowed her head in her hands 


“An Affectionate Wife.” 

“She was a most tender and affection- 
We lived 
anc live in the closest communion of 
heart and mind. My wife, however, took 
alarm at the dangers my political cam- 
paign cxposed me to. She tried to dis- 
sade me from entering Doumergue's 
cabinet. The incòme tax, she said, had 
tormidable adversaries, and I should be 
the object of flerce press campaigns, 
» she foretold, the attacks recom- 
menced with redoubled fury, but I re- 
fused to adopt the means employed by 
other politicians to stop them. I pur- 
sued my way undeterred. I could not 
believe that any one would publish the 
“Thy Joe" letter, although I had been 
warned by Pierre Morder, by the Princess 
of Monaco, and by the Princess of 
Mesagne-Estradere."’ 

In January, 1914, M. Caillaux had a con- 
vyersation with Jean Barthou, the former 
minister of justice, who said: 

‘Your wife (first wife) is very bitter 
against you. You made a great mistake 


Tells of His Threat. 

“My lawyer told me.“ continued M. 
Calllaux, that nothing could be done. 
I then sald to my wife: ‘ Bereassured. I 
will go and smash Calmette’s snout my- 
self.’ After that I felt relieved in mind, 
but my wife, on * other hand, was de- 
pressed. 

„At the police station, on my way home 
from the senate, I learned of the tragedy. 
My wife's constant prayer was: ‘I hope 
he is not seriously hurt; I meant only to 
give him a lesson. 

Calllaux was shaken by emotion and 
showed weariness, He asked for ten 
minutes rest, and during the recess went 
over to the dock, took one of his wife's 
hands, and kissed it fervently. 

M. Caillaux now entered upon the pure- 
ly political phase of his deposition, The 
excitement of the listeners reached fever 
heat; hardly an inch of the court room 
was unoccupied. Some ef his statements 
were greeted with hoots and cheers, de- 
spite the stern orders of the presiding 
judge to arrest any @isturber.

Inland Variety Not Migratory. 

Perhapa no phase of the mosquito ques- 
tion has been so thoroughly discussed and 
so many varied opinions expressed as the 
probable distance which mosquitoes go 
from their homes or breeding places. The 
inland variety are not migratory, and ac- 
cording to the best of authority do not go 
far, perhaps not more than a few hundred 
feet. 

At times they are blown from their hid- 
ing places and carried great distances by 
the Wind, and some are driven for miles 
by smoke. This is affirmed by the fact 
that yellow fever has been known to break 
out in known sanitary districts that are 
far removed from syamps and lowlands. 
As a general rule, however, when mos- 
quitoes are humerous it is well to look for 
the source in the nearby pools and 
streams.

Bugs Eat the Larva. 

Many persons have erected on their 
grounds lily ponds and fountains and have 
Industriously cleared these artificial 
ponds of the little, black. oblong bugs 
with long legs which race across the sur- 
face of the water with amazin swiftness. 
In doing so they have formed an ideal 
breeding place for mosquitoes. These bugs 
are called water striders, and subsist en- 
tirely upon what insect larve hatch 
in the water. In some cases they will at- 
tack an adult mosquito and carry it to 
their lair to devour it.

Trailed the Gang. 

Those three cars trailed along with the 
gang on the sidewalk. They were there 
for an emergency—either to pick up the 
wounded or to carry the gunmen to their 
getaway. Just how well they did their 
work probably will never be known ex- 
cept to the drivers and the passengers: 
but I have been told of two other people 
who were shot and who got away before 
the police, who were not on the inside, 
got there. There is no telling how many 
uninjured gunmen were, whisked out of 
sight. 

I've been told that a woman was shot 
in the battle that cost the life of Detective 
Birns.

of impersonating an officer. 

The prisoner gave his name as John Mo- 
Clure and said he lived in Decatur. He 
will have a hearing this morning. 

Lindstrom was inspecting the observ- 
ance of pure food laws in Pana last Sat- 
urday. When he entered the store of the 
F. Martin Produce company he was asked 
if the bureau was recommending the sale 
of any particular type of egg candier, 

Linstrom explained the commissioner 
had received requests from many con- 
cerns asking his indorsement for their 
candlers, but that all had been refused.

Use of $1,250,000 for One Day Is

An important chapter of the state’s at- 
torney's inquiry into the La Salle street 
bank crash was concluded yesterday. 

The last hit of evidence relating to the 
fictitious organization of the state bank 
to succeed the national was presented to 
the special grand jury by Assistant 
State’s Attorney George C. Bliss. The 
state now has shown the state bank was 
insolvent before it even opened its doors. 

It has further been demonstrated, it is 
asserted, that the capital and surplus of 
the bank, $1,250,000, was never paid in 
cash, but was borrowed for a day to Sat- 
isfy the bank examiner. 1 


Dawes and Fox Testify. 

Charies G. Dawes, president of the Cen- 
tral Trust company of Illinois, and C. E. 
Fox, cashier of the bank, were the two 
witnesses who completed the state’s case 
on this angle of the investigation. 

Mr. Fox was the man who accompanied 
Bank Examiner John H. Rife to the 
vaults of the Central Trust company, 
where $1,250,000 was borrowed for one 
day on a cashier’s check, in order that a 
showing of paid in capital and surplus 
might be made. Mr. Dawes, who was de- 
ceived in the transaction, supposedly told 
the jury of the way in which the deal was 
put over from his viewpoint. 

The grand jury will meet again this 
morning and hear the _ testimony of 
Cashier Fox on other matters. In addi- 
tion there have been subpcenaed Fred- 
erick L. Reynolds, vice president of the 
Rosehill Cemetery company, and said to 
be a dummy director for C. B. Munday’s 
Broadway State bank; J. K. Witzel, pres- 
ident of the Munday brokerage firm of 
Bidney Long & Co.; Thomas McDonald, 
assistant cashier of the bank; and B. H.

Chicago Strike Troubles. 
Mr. Piez then told of trouble with ma- 
chinists in Chicago. 
“It was about in 1900, I think,” he 
said, that the machiniete’ union be- 
came aggressive in Chicago and our 
men were organized, and I believe we 
signed an agreement. That agreement 
in accordance with the statement of our 
operatives was not lived up to. Men 
were called out on some of the fiim- 
siest pretexts, about half going out 
and the other half remaining. Our su- 
perintendent, who was convoying some 
of our men home, was set upon by a riot- 
ous mob, some of whom were our former 
employés. 
“Our superintendent, Mr. McClain. 
was so badly injured about the face 
that he carries the acdts yet.

MR, THOMPSON—What crafts?

Strike Not Authorized. 
MR. THOMPSON—Did you have an 


MR. PIEZ—Yes, sir. The first strike of 
the molders was called by the local and 
did not have the sanction of the interna- 
tional council or national council, and 
therefore that was of relatively short 
duration. The final strike was projected 
here in 1906 in connection with some gen- 
é6ral strike that the molders instituted 
all over the country.

Mi. PIEZ—No; there is another alter- 
native. If they work with greater effec- 
tivenest and with a better spirit of co- 
(peration, we will more than overcome 
all the disadvantages we are under. But

MR. PIEZ—Yes. I was chairman of the 
Illinois compensation comfhission. I had 
something to do with the present Illinols 
act. I was also a member of the commis- 
sion that framed our factory act. I think 
in both respects Illinois has taken a very 
advanced position. All through my con- 
nection with these two commissions I did 
all I could to bring the attitude of the 
manufacturer toward the favorable con- 
sideration of those problems. I am very 
strongly in favor of following the work 
with unions for the bettermen of condi- 
tions. And I have been quite instru- 
mental in bringing about better condi- 
tions in the state of Illinois. 

MR. THOMPSON—Are your workmen 


satisfied? Are you willing that inquiry 
should be made of them on this point? 

MR. PIEZ—Absolutely. I think Prot. 
Commons and Mrs. Harriman visited our 
works at Philadelphia, and we extend the 
same invitation to the commission here 
to visit our Chicago and our Indianapolis 
works. I would like to know very much 
whether there is any discontent in our 
works, because we would take steps to 
remedy it. 


What of Insurance? 


MR. THOMPSON—Well, what would be | 


your opinion as to unemployment insur- 
ance? 

MR. PIEZ—Yes, I know it. What 1 
have been wondering is in connection 
with some of these schemes that I out- 
lined here is just how far they should go 
to shatter the fiber of the man himselt. 
Is it proper that a man should be relieved 
of all sense of responsibility for his fu- 
ture? Is it proper that the state should 


MR. THOMPSON—What are those con- 
ditions? 

MR. PIEZ—In the first place, the fac- 
tory act, looking after the safety of the 
men and women employed in factories; 
the compensation act; child's employment 
act; occupational diseases act—all those 
have toward in bettering conditions and 
removing a great many complaints justly 
made against employment and employers. 


Opposes Coercion. 

MR, THOMPSON—Have you given any 
thought to whether any machinery m‘ght 
be established by law in which these con- 
fiicts might be reviewed and justice given 
to both sides? 

MR. PIEZ—I was a member of the IIl!- 
nols arbitration board during one con- 
flict and my experience prompts me to 
say that a board of that kind does not 
fully cover the needs of the situation. I 
believe the act could be expanded so that 


investigation could be made of conditions | 


and publicity given those conditions so 
that public opinion would itself force a 
settlement. It is not always safe when 
labor makes a demand to assume that the 
demand is just, nor is it always to be 
understood that the employer is right 


on his side. But I don't feel any power 


ought to be given to the union to coerce 
the employé, or any power given to the 
employer to coerce the union unless right 


ia on his side. 


MR. THOMPSON—How do you feel in 


as possible. 

Q.—As a leader of labor, have you given 
any consideration to the question of in- 
dustrial unrest? A.—Well, I have not had 
time to give it much consideration in the 
past here, but it is being taken up prac- 
tically every moment that I have to 
spare. 

Q.—From the standpoint of a practical 
man in the field, what do you consider to 
be the causes of this unrest? A.—I think 
the main cause that largely makes for the 
unrest is the double standard that is in 
existence, that is commonly accepted by 
most people as being right. 


Explains Double Standard. 

Q.—What do you mean by double stand- 
ard? A.—A working man is not supposed 
to ask anything more than a fair day's 
wage for a fair days work. He is sup- 
posed to work until he is pretty fairly 
tuckered out, say eight hours, and when 
he does a fair days work he is not sup- 
posed to ask for any more wages than 
enough to support his family: -While 


with the business man the amount ‘of f 


labor furnishes no criterion for the 
amount they receive. People accept it 
as all right if they do not work at all, and 
accept it as all right that they get as 
much money as they can; in fact, -they 
are given credit for getting the greatest 
amount of money with the least amount 
of work, and those things that are being 
accepted by the other side as the things 


that govern in every day life, and as being 


In answer to further questions by the 
commissioners, Mr. Walker contrasted 
the English courts with those of the 
United States, asserting that the Amer- 
ican courts are much to blame for in- 
dustrial disturbances when they protect- 
ed the interests of the employers to the 
detriment of the workers. 

“There is this difference between the 
courts of Great Britain and this country, 
over there every case is decided absolute- 
ly on the law and the evidence,” said he. 
That is not always true here. 

“Don’t be so sure that the courts 
haven't got a great deal to do with cor- 
ruption in the law or movement. They 
have been known te protect the bribe 
giving employers.” 


Refers to Waitresses. 

Mr. Walker referred to the strike of 
waitresses at Knab’s restaurants by as- 
 serting that policemen ‘drawing © a 
day, who have never done a stroke of 
real work in their life, are preventing 
women from enforcing a demand for $7 
a week for seven days’ work.“

The situation, in fact, illustrates our feudal sys- 
tem. Mayor Harrison is overlord and suzerain of 
Mayor Kenna, who in return for military service in 
political warfare is given a fief or domain over 
which he in turn exercises the high justice and the 
low, the right of taxation and levy of warriors. 
Kings had their troubles with their vassal barons. 
Mayor Harrison bas his troubles with Mayor Kenna, 
but that gets us nowhere. What Chicago needs is 
the abolition of this feudal arrangement, or to re- 
turn to our original figure of speech, what we need 
is the annexation of the First ward to Chicago. The 
mayor of Chicago should be mayor of the First ward. 
The police of the First ward should be responsible 
to the mayor of the city and should enforce the laws 
of the city, not the mandates of the irresponsible 
vassal who is allowed to rule the First ward. 
We talk of consolidation of governing bodies in 
Cook county. Here is the first consolidation to be 
made. 
Capt. Nootbaar, who has been sent’ into Mayor 
Kenna’s barony, has an admirable reputation for 
carrying out orders. He was a soldier in the Ger- 
man army. He has been a good soldier on the Chi- 
cago police force. If he does not get results it may 
be assumed he has orders to that effect. If he does 
get results it may be assumed that the feudal system 
just now is not working and that the First ward is 
a part of Chicago for the time being at least. The 
consolidation should be made permanent.

A UNION MAN’S OPINION. 
One of the causes of persistent disturbance in 
our industrial relations is union misgovernment. 
By union misgovernment is meant the control of 
unions by men who use their office and authority 
to fill their own pockets, regardless of the interest 
of their constituents, and who fortify themselves 
in power by violence or fraud. When unions are 
thus misrepresented there are repeated disturbances 
of the relations of employer and employé, unjustified 
and costly strikes, heavy loss to employers, em- 
ployés, and public, and sometimes even violence 
and crime. 
Mr. B. L. Hickok of local 229. I. A. M., com- 
menting on recent suggestions in Tue Trisune, 
writes: 
In politics reform leagues are created and sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions. In trade unions 
it is all but impossible to organize such leagues 
and to secure their financial support. 
In politics criticisms of the qualifications and of 
the records of candidates are unrestricted and gen- 


dates is largely stifled. The public press, such as 
THe Trisune, is a powerful assistant in reform 
work, but there is no press for the unions except 
their monthly journals. 

Because of these most undemocratic conditions 
in the trade unions unscrupulous and powerful oli- 
The result is the slow prog- 
ress of unionism. If run properly trade unions 
could be powerful assistants in creating a higher 
type of citizenship.” 

The industrial commission now in Chicago might 
develop a line of inquiry and discussion which 
would throw light upon how best to insure real 
democratic répresentation in union government and 
prevent the rule of the “ unscrupulous and powerful 
oligarchies“ which Mr. Hickok and Tug Trisunz 
have in mind. Measures for the protection of the 
individual in the exercise of his franchise and for 
perfecting, his control over the agencies of politics 
and government have been evolved during a genera- 
tion of political progress. Why cannot analogous 
measures be devised to cure organized labor of its 
andlogous evils?

Our form of government does not enter into 
rivalry with the institutions of others. We 
not copy our neighbors, but are an example to 
them. It is true that we are called a democracy, 
for the administration is in the hands of the 
many and not of the few. But while the law 
secures equal j stice to all alike in their pri- 
vate disputes, the claim of excellence is also 
recognized; and when a citizen is in any way. 
distinguished he ig preferred to the public serv- 
ice not as a matter Of privilege but as the reward 
of merit. Neither is poverty a bar, but a man 
may benefit his country whatever be the obscur- 
ity of his condition. There is no exclusiveness 
in our public life, and in our private intercourse 
we are not suspicious of one another, nor angry 
with our neighbor if he does what he likes; we 
do not put on sour looks at him which, though 
harmless, are not pleasant.

The earnings of a large proportion of doctors in 
the United States are less than that of organived | 
labor, asserts Dr. Charles J. Whalen in the July | 
issue of the Illinois Medical Journal» Competent | 
authorities, he says, place the average annual in- 
come of physicians at $700 a year. In the struggle | 
for bread, the writer further asserts, the physician 
is often compelled to throw medical ethics to the 
wind, for ethics and an empty stomach or an un- 
paid rent bill, do not go hang in hand. 

The writer does not indulge in idle speculation as 
fo what the cause of the low-income of physicians 
is. He has nothing to say about the subject of too 
many doectors—a subject which is debatable. Iu- 
stead, he points out some of the abuses from which 
physicians suffer. And all of the abuses can be 
summarized under the head of “sponging.” The 
physician is being sponged upon not alone by the 
patient who is careless about paying his doctor 
bills but also by the community, by the state, 

The trend of civilization, Dr. Whalen thinks, is 
in.the dinection of making the healing of the sick 
a public duty rather than a family affair. The 
work of the physician is more and more becoming 

a function of the state. It is here that the abuse 
nt of 
charity work physicians are doing. Doctors thon- 
sande of them in Chicago alone, are giving from two 
tos four hours a day on two or three days of the

CUSTOM NO FINAL ARGUMENT. 
AM writing this on the night,of the 
Fourth of July. During the day 1 
have moved about some. ears 
have been alert for the notse of ex- 
ploding fireworks.

It was 
the custom, and, therefore, we fatalisti- 
cally endured it as best we could. 

The custom has changed. Not much 
money or effort was required to change it. 
When we/got right after it in earnest we 
found nohody cared particularly about it. 
The supposedly impassible barriers were 
found to be straw. Nobody wept when 
the old custom went. Everybody is happy 
over the change. 

Whenever a health department makes 
a new move s certain group gets up in 
arms. It is an invasion of personal lib- 
erty. You answer that the disease and 
disability which the department combats 
are what are invading personal liberty. 
The objectors come back with the state- 
ment that that may be true, but the 
people have their customs. Customs— 
whether good or bad—cannot be disturbed 
without invading liberty. 

When the fight for clean milk was made 
the opposition raised the cry of personal 
liberty. There was no denial of the dirt. 
The claim was that dirt was the custom. 
Again, basement bakeries were the cus- 
tom. A little firmness, and the claim was 
flat. The average milk man was clean 
and wanted to do everything to make his 
product clean. The average baker wanted 
a sunlit, ventilated, clean bakery. 
Smallpox was a custom fifty years ago. 
It still is in Mexico. Cholera was a cus- 
tom a century ago and still is in India. 
Having plague is a custom in a part of 
China. Having malaria was a custom in 
Illinois fifty vea ago. 

The people are willing to change any 
custom as soon as they are convinced that 
it should be changed. But the convincing 
must be enough of a conviction to serve 
as a basis for community action. A 
passive sentiment will not accomplish 
anything.

Lord Edward, like his brothers, the 
Duke of Leinater and Lord Desmond, al- 
most lost his life in the fire which de- 
stroyed Duncombe park, the country seat 
of his grandfather, the old Earl of Fever- 
sham, when he was but 2 years old. 

Indeed, the three little fellows were 
only rescued by being carried, enveloped 
in wet blankets, down a ladder which was 
being scorched by flames bursting through 
the windows. | 

Their narrow escape on that occasion 
served to recall the fact that the Leinster 
coat of arms perpetuates a similar nar- 
row escape from fire by one of their an- 
cestors when a little boy. 7 

It happened in the thirteenth century. 
A fire broke out in the castle of Wood- 
stock, and in the confusion which ensued 
the Infant John Fitegerald, who became 
the first Baril of Kildare and forbear of 
the present Duke of Leinster and of Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald; was forgotten.

On the servants’ returning to search 
for him the room in which he had been 
sleeping was found completely destroyed 
by the flames. ; 

Shortly afterward a strange noise was 
heard from the window of one of the 
towers, and on looking up the people saw 
a large ape, usuelly kept chained, care- 
fully holding the missing chiid in its 
arms. 

The earl, when he grew up, in gratitude 
for his preservation, adopted monkeys as 
the supporters of his heraldic bearings, 
with the motto t Non immemore bene-

castle which formerly belonged to the 
Fitageralde, while “@ voo may be in- 
terpreted as “ oF to victory.”’

in County Kildare. 

A large sum of money was realized by 
this sale, amounting to some $10,000,000, 
so that it would not have been difficult 
for the duke to help his brother out of his 
troubles.

Carton, which is a beautiful place, pos- 
sesses, like every other self-respecting 
old country seat in Ireland, a banshee, in 
the form of the wraith of Gerald More, 
eighth Earl of Kildare, Who, while Wa- 
tering his horse on the banks of the river 
Greese, near Kilkea, was killed by an ar- 
row in the back, shot by a traitor. 

Every seven years this earl rides 
through the grounds of Carton and across 
the Curragh of Kildare on bis great 
white war horse, which is shod with 
brightly shining silver shoes. 

The earl bears in his hand a cup, and it 
is a matter of popular belief in all that 
portion of Ireland that when these silver 
ehoes are worn out and when the cup has 
fallen from the hands of the rider the 
race of the Fitzgeralds will vanish from 
Ireland.

Lord Edward has an uncle, Lord Charles 
Fitzgerald, who is wholly unknown in 
England and quite forgotten in Ireland. 
In 1887 he contracted a most romantic 
marriage with a beautiful Greek woman, 
Alice Sidonia, daughter of Pericles Clau- 
@ion of Corinth. 

He emigrated with her to Australia and 
has made his home there ever since ata 
place called Riddall’s Creek, in Victoria, 
dropping his title and being known 
throughout the entire countryside as 
plain Charles Fitagerald. 

He has several sons, born there, who 
have been brought up as Australians and 
who have never to this day visited Ire- 
land or Great Britain.

Young Lord Edward is a great grand. 
nephew of the famous Lord Edward Fits- 
gerald, the Irish patriot, who, after a 
hard struggle with English troops and 
police, died in prison in Dublin in 1798 of 
injuries inflicted upon him. 

This Lord Edward, a younger son of the 
firet Duke of Leinster, served in the Eng- 
lish army in the American war of inde- 
pendence; was wounded in the battle of 
Eutaw Springs; was admitted to the Bear 
tribe of Indians, and spent much of his 
early life on this side of the Atlantic. 

Later on he contracted a union with the 
lovely Pamela, an illegitimate half-sis- 
ter of King Louis Phillipe of France and 
daughter of Mme. de Genlis and of Philip 
Hgalite, Duke of Orleans.

LUCEY-OWENS CLASH. 


A epecial session of the Illinois general 


days loomed up as a possibility on the 
political horizon yesterday as a result of 
the latest clash- between Attorney Gen- 
eral Lucey and County Judge Owens over 
the interpretation of the primary law. 

Gov. Dunne was reported last night to 
be ready to issue the call if he could be 
assured that a constitutional majority of 
both houses could be pledged to respond. 

The governor, it is reliably reported, 
will not take the initiative until he is as- 
sured that an effort will be made to help 
him pave the way for an Initiative and 
referendum resolution which would re- 
quire a two-thirds vote of both houses. 


Get Amendment Issue Up. 
Should the governor decide on issuing 
the call at thie time it would be possible 
to get the proposed amendment to the 
constitution on the official ballot in No- 
vember. 
In this connection it was persistently 
rumored that state administration lead - 
ers have virtually agreed on a special 
session for the purpose of putting through 
& constitutional amendment resolution 
sceking to amend the amending clause of 
the state constitution. 
This is the scheme which contemplates 
pulling the cork out of the constitu- 
tional inhibition against amending more 
than one article of the document at a 
time. 


For Constitutional Convention. 

The leaders in the movement for a con- 
vention, instead of the piece-meail plan of 
amending the amending cluase, are said 
to be opposed to any steps being taken in 
a special or regular session of the as- 
sembly that do not contemplate a con- 
stitutional convention. 
The attorney general’s latest ruling, 
that women cannot vote for ward com- 
mitteameén, and that, in fact, ward com- 
mitteemen cannot be elected at the Sep- 
tember primary because of flawa in the 
primary law, enshrouds the whole pri- 
mary campaign in Chicago in the great- 
est confusion. 

Owens Rules Otherwise. 
County Judge Owens has ruled flatly 
that ward committeemen can be elected 
in September and that women may vote 
for such party officials. 
The attorney general is convinced that 
the last legislature bungled the revision 
of the primary law when it attempted to 
change the system of electing party of- 
clale by attempting to abandon the old 
county convention scheme based on pre- 
einct committeemen and substituting 
therefor the ward committeemen in Chi- 
cago. The law, he says, is contradictory 
and that the old county convention sys- 
tem wiil prevail until the next legisla ture 
writes an intelligent revision. 
County Judge Owens will rule, it is said, 
that women may both hold the office and 
vote for such candidates.

Yil Consider Roosevelt Request. 

Chairman Stone, immediately issu~] a 
call for a meeting of the committee to- 
morrow to consider the request of the 
former president. It is regarded as a 
foregone conclusion that the committee, 
without a dissenting vote, will decide to 
near the views of Mr. Roosevelt on the 
treaty. and will fix a date for his appear- 
ance before the body. 

The written request for a hearing from 
the colonel Was entirely unexpected ana 
caused @ flutter of excitement among 
the Democratic leaders in the senate to 
whom Senator Stone confided the intel- 
ligence. The Missouri senator said that 
for one he will welcome the opportunity 
of hearing Mr. Roosevelt's version. 


Carry News to Bryan. 

So excited did the Democratic leaders 
become ove this aggressive action of 
the man who made the Panama canal 
possible that they sped an emissary to 
the state department to acquaint Sec- 
petary Bryan with the important turn the 
Colombian treaty affair has taken. 

Secretary Bryan has attended every 
pession of the committee devoted to dis- 
cussion of the Colombian and Nicaraguan 
treaties and has aroused the ire of Re- 
publicans by his domination of the pro- 
ceedings in every instance. There is much 
speculation as to whether Mr. Bryan will 
attend the meeting at which Mr. Roose- 
yelt will appear.

The appended recipe is of 
the sort that is used to advertise three 
different products, and of course the spe- 
cial thing would be featured in the recipe 
in the Interests of this product, but it is 
good with any materials. More than 
that, it is a formula of age and worth to 
be found in scores of cook books under 
such names as hot water sponge cake, 
three egg sponge cake, and so forth. 

It is a serviceable recipe, for the cake 
it makes is a good foundation for trifle, 
charlotte russe, berries with custard or 
cooked cream, and so forth. It is excel- 
lent with butter frosting, cut into French 
pastry sizes, and so forth.

JELLY ROLL— One cup sugar, one 
cup flour, three eggs, one and one-half 
teaspoons baking power, six tablespoons 
hot water. Mix and sift dry ingredients; 
stir in eggs well beaten; add the hot 
water; beat the batter well; pour into a 
well greased pan. The batter should be 
one-fourth inch deep in the pan. ‘If 
thicker, it will not roll nicely. Bake 
slowly. When done, turn the cake onto a 
sheet of brown paper, well dusted with 
powdered sugar. Beat the jelly with a 
fork and spread on the cake. With a 
sharp knife, trim off all crusty edges; roll 
up by lifting one side of the paper. The 
cake will break if allowed to cool before 
rolling.

Chronic Laryngitis Called Sore 
Throat. 


(Copyright: 1914: By Lillian Russell.! 


HIS is by far the most important 
form of laryngeal disease, since it 
springs from only slight causes and 
is a common and distressing mal- 
ady. It always ends in injury to the 
voice and too frequently in consumption. 
The symptoms are generally mild in the 
beginning and therefore misleading. A 
slight pricking in one or the other side 
of the throat, or a tickling sensation 
which provokes coughing, seems unim- 
portant, but it necessitates clearing the 
throat continually by rasping to clear the 
windpipe. Hoarseness becomes a habit 
and a great change takes place in the 
breathing—it becomes louder but chorter 
until one breathes no deeper than the 
larynx. The obstructions are fast cloe- 
ing the tubes below, the voice is changed; 
at first it is hoarse and then gradually be- 
comes more feeble as the dieease prog- 
resses till it is scarcely audible. 
2 
If ulcerations of the vocal cords take 
place, there is a total loss of voice. In the 
majority of cases only a feeling of ob- 
struction is experienced, and the effort to 


clear this away occupies a great part of 
every conversation with a friend. It is 


most distressing, especially to the friend. 
Chronic laryngitis frequently occure 
from excessive use of the voice. This 
form of disease is common in clergymen, 
baseball fans, and chorus giris, as well 
as in lawyers and public speakers. The 
vocal cords, by straining and over use, 
become exhausted and lose their tone.

Henry Deutsch of Minneapolis, chair- 
man of the committee on bankruptcy, 
declared attorneys too often dominated 
bankruptcy cases. 

“Attorneys who solicit claims from 
creditors, split fees with trustees, and 
otherwise handle bankrupcty cases for 
their own interests, violate the canons of 
ethics of this association and also of the 
American Bar association. We should 
go on record as denouncing these prac- 
tices." 

Julius Henry Cohen of New York eaid 
the canons of ethics adopted at previous 
conventions covered the issue and that 
an expression of opinion would cast re- 
flection upon the attorney’s profession. 


_— 

The convention finally adopted the fol- 
Resolved. That it 
is our opinion unequivocally that the di- 
vision of fees and commission between 
trustees or receivers and their lawyers, or 
any other individuals or corporations as 
consideration for the selection of such 
receivers or trustees is highly improper, 
and the payment of any consideration by 
an attorney for securing such professional 
employment is unprofessional conduct on 
the part of the lawyer and condemned by 
the bar generally and on the part of the 
laymen grossly improper.”

PEACE IN RANKS, 
PLEA TO REBELS 


Bryan Orders Aids to Urge; 
Carranza and Villa to 
Bury Differences. 


FRESH REVOLT FEARED. 


Washington, D. C., July 21.—The United 
States today through its consular repre- 
sentatives appealed to Gen. Carranza and 
Gen. Villa in the interest of patriotism 
and permanent peace in MexfEo to bury 
their personal differences and work in 
harmony for the establishment of a new 


government. 
Secretary Bryan telegraphed both 
George C. Canothers and John R. Sill 


man, representatives of the state de- 
partment with Gen. Villa and Gen. Car- 
ru nta, respectively, urging that they pre- 
sent in a friendly yet effective manner 
the importance of cohesion in the Con- 
stitutionalist forces. 

It was a personal appeal from Mr. 
Bryan, but reflected the apprehension of 
the Washington government lest a di- 
vision in the ranks of the Constitution- 
_alists upset expectations of peace at the 
very moment when Provisional President 
Carvajal was ready to transfer the gov- 
‘ernment at Mexico City to a new admin- 
istration of Constitutionalists. 


Villa Rebellion Feared. 

While the recent conference of Carran- 
za and Villa delegates at Torreon agreed 
upon terms designed to heal the breach 
between the two leaders, new disquieting 
reports have come to the effect that Villa 
is preparing to concentrate his troops in 
Ohthuahua and hold himself aloof from 
Carranza's authority. 

Mr. Bryan's appeal, made after consul- 
tation with President Wilson, was inter- 
preted in many quarters as the first step 
on the part of the American government 
to prevent counter revolutions at the close 
of the present revolt. Both President 
Wilson and Secretary Bryan have deter- 
mined that when the Constitutionalists 
triumph and a stable government is es- 
tablished revolution must end. 


Peace Long Way Off? 

The general situation today did not 

seem as promising for peace to some 
diplomats as it did to administration offi- 
cials. Gen. Carranza has insisted that 
the surrender of the Carvajal government 
be unconditional. Representatives of Mr. 
Carvajal said guarantees and amnesty 
first must be granted. Secretary Bryan 
was confident today that a middle ground 
would be reached when commissioners 
from the Carvajal government and the 
Constitutionalists met in a few days at 
Saltillo. 

Francisco Iglesias Calderon and Luis 
Cabrera, who will leave here in a day or 
two, will act with Jose Vasconcelos as the 
Constitutionalist commission. No official 
information has as yet been received here 
as to whether Provisional President Car- 
vejal has sent his envoys. 


Carvajal May Fight.

intend to surrender unconditionally to

„2. As to the alleged intiation of the 
capital stock of, the New Jersey Zinc 
company and the making ot unconscion- 
able profits,’ I would say that I testified 
that the capital assets of that company 
are equal to its capital stock, and that 
there is therefore no kind or degree of 
inflation of any sort, and there is no 
testimony whatever to the contrary. 

As to the alleged * unconscionabie 
profits,’ I wish further to say that the 
majority report entirely ignores the state- 
ment which I made as to the nature of 
the business of the company. I stated 
that the company is largely, though not 
exclusively, a mining company. Every 
ton that is taken from the companys 
principal mine results so far in the ex- 
haustion ef its capital assets. Its earn- 
ings are, therefore, in the, nature of a 
dstribution of its capital assets, and 
not simply earnings in the ordinary sense 
of that term. The larger its production 
the more rapidly does the exhaustion of 


its assets proceed.

“This distinction between the earn- 
ings of an ordinary manufacturing or 


for examination by the authorities of 
Missouri, and after the taking of .

“I had expected to find in the record 
of the hearings before the committee 
copy of a letter reported in the news- 
papers of June 24 and 25 to have been 
written by Mr. Edwin P. Grosvenor, who 
had charge under the attorney general 


of that suit from beginning to end. 


“In that letter Mr. Grosvenor is re- 
ported to have stated that the record in | 
the federal suit above referred to con- 
tains nothing to indicate that I had had 
any connection with any practices which 
the government contends were illegal. 
In the absence of the final judgment of 
the court this is as conclusive a state- 
ment of the facts shown by that record 
as the circumstances permit.

“As to the fourteenth charge in the 
majority report I wish to say that my 
own memory was at fault when I ap- 
peared before the committee as to the 
date when the International Harvester 
corporation was organized. 

“It was then my recollection that it 
was organized just previously to the in- 
stitution of the gult against the company 
by the federal government which is now 
pending. Upon refreshing my recollec- 
tion I find that the suit by the govern. 
ment was begun April 30, 1912, while the 
International Harvester corporation was 
not organized until Jan. 27, 1913.

“ Perfectly accurate, reliable data re- 
garding the tonnage of zinc ores mined is 
not readily obtainable, but the census 
,eports of manufactured product afford a

trading corporation and the earnings 
of a mining corporation is fully recog- 
nized by law, and is now wholly foreign 
to common sense. 

“In the particular case under consid- 
eration the ores produced from the prin- 
cipal mine of the New Jersey Zinc com- 
pany are very complex and require a very 
expensive plant for the treatment of the 
ores before they are ready for manufac- 
ture. This plant is generally situated 
at the mine, and when the mine is ex- 
hausted that expensive plant will be al- 
most pure scrap. 

A very expensive reduction plant has 
been erected by the company at Palmer- 
ton, designed especially for the reduc- 
tion of the kind of ores that are produced 
at this mine. What value this plant will 
have after the exhaustion of that mine 
is a matter of pure conjecture. 

Before any profits derived from the 
business of the company can fairly be 


pronounced to be ‘unconscionable’ it 
must be taken into consideration shat not 
only the value of the mine itself but the 
cost both of its plant for ore treatment 
and its principal plant for reduction ought 
to be met out of its earnings while the 
mine lasts together with a fair return 
on the investment in the meantime. 
The various elements would require a 
complicated calculation which I myself 
am not fully capable of making and with 
all due respect to the committee on bank- 
ing and currency I may say that I think 
it is wholly beyond the capacity of thas 
committee to make such calculation.

When the invitation of the committee 
was extended to me to appear before it I 
was given to understand that I was ex- 
pected only to give information concern- 
ing my own relations with certain busi- 
ness enterprises. 

No reasonable interpretation of that 
language could have warned me that I 
was expected to come prepared to make 
a complete and detailed statement with 
regard to the entire business of the cor- 
porations with which I was connected, 

I had no intimation whatever of the 
scope of the Inquiry. I had no reason to 
anticipate that the committee proposed 
to exercise what is essentially a judicial 
function, namely to inquire. and to de- 
termine whether any particular organiza- 
tion is a trust in the sense of being an 
organization under the ban of the lew. 
Numerous questions were presented to 
me which even an active executive officer 
of the corporations in question could not 
have answered without reference to the 
records of the corporations. 

“J have never been an officer. of the 
New Jersey Zinc company.

Thomas D. Jones of Chicago today an- 
swered the criticism that he is unfit to sit 
on the federal reserve board which will 
manage the new banking sytem. 

The letter, which was made public by 
order of the senate in a brief executive 
session, sets forth the following conten- 
tions on behalf of Mr. Jones: 

The International Harvester com- 
pany has been a law-abiding corpora- 
tion and its business methods produce 
tive of benefit to the public since Mr. 
Jones became a director in 1909. 

The Missouri Supreme court de- 
clared unfounded the charges of un- 
fair dealing by the company. 

The department of justice has ab- 
solved Mr. Jones from any blame for 
the practices the government con- 
tends are illegal. 

The charge that the International 
Harvester corporation was organized 
in order to place half the business of 
the trust beyond reach in the dis- 
solution suit is baseless because the 
corporation was organized after the 
suit was commenced. 

The New Jersey Zinc company con- 
trols only 25 per cent of the raw ma- 
terial and natural causes give fi a 
preponderant control of the manufac- 
tured product. 

The profits of the zinc company are 
not “unconscionable” because the 
Mining it conducts is exhausting its 
assets. 


Hits Committee Report.

Now that both sides of the controversy 
are before the senate there will be a 
series of executive sessions in which the 
senators will deliver speeches for and 
against Mr. Jones on the basis of the 
record in the case. 


_ Vardaman Criticises Jones. 

| Senator Vardaman today issued a state. 
ment severely criticising the anpointment 
of Mr. Jones. 

I do not think Mr. Jones is the proper 
man to undertake the execution of.the 
new banking and-currency law he said, 
“His habit of thought, his sympathies, 
leanings, affiliations, and ideas are all on 
the wrong side of the question.

New York, July 21.—For the first time 
in more than a week a fairly genera] ad- 
vance in stocks wes witnessed today.
